Governor Cherry estimated the 
If^sure would have cost the state 
:govornmcnt l>/4 to 2 million dollars 
a year, and he warned that if he 
Were pressured into signing it he 
would have to veto 2 millions in 
appropriations. But the long-range 
'effect of signing it would have been 
an incalculable disaster — so hoav- 
'lly do the. slate and local govern- 
ment lean on the sales tax. 


This in itself is a dangerous 


situation. Because local govern- 
rrwit docs not assess and collect 
a^'easonablc property tax every 
school district in Arkansas remains 
constantly obligated to the state 
and the state-wide politicians. Be- 
cause1 we have signed away local 
responsibility' for both budgets and 
tax revenues through sheer cow- 
'ardicc and indifference we arc -In 
danger of finally losing local auth- 
ority to Little Rock and Washing-
